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GENERAL REMARKS 


At this, the close of another year, we are called to report 
upon the condition of our schools. We feel that in many 
ways it has been a prosperous year. We have provided 165 
weeks of schooling, an average of 31 1-6 weeks of schooling 
for all pupils. 


A term of nine weeks was taught in the Marshall division, 
after which it was thought best to transport the children to 
the village school, which was accordingly done for the other 
two terms, thus giving better results in school work, and a 
saving to the towa in the maiter of dollars and cents. 


[u some districts more kindly interest has been shown by 
parents for matters pertaining to our schools, but there is still 
more room for improvement in that direction. 


It is hard to understand the attitude of some people in 
revard to the matter of attendance. We realize the difficulties 
of bad weather and long distances, but also notice that much 
of the irregularity of attendance is by pupils who have not the 
longest distance to traverse. Still we would say that the 
tendency is toward improvement, as shown by statistics taken 
from the summary of our state report :
